party. The most important point demon- 
strated at yesterday’s preliminary proceed- 
ings is that the Judges fully recognize the im- 
portance of the so-called Parnell letters, and 
will not mch from making them the main 
jesue in the investigation, This is precisely 
what the Times’ lawyers were anxious to 
@void, but from indications in the conduct of 
the Judges it will be of no use. Taken all in 
all, the preliminary inquiry was merely a 
fishing trip, butthe Parnellites got the most 
fish. The Times’ lawyers deliberately dodged 
all questions pinning them to specific charges 
against Mr. Parnell or any individual mem 
bers of the Irish party, but tried to scatter the 
responsibility for the alleged infamy over the 
whole organization here and in America, 
PERTINENT AND POINTED. 

The gist of their case is given in pigtol- 
shot questions from Sir James Hannen. 

Po you propose to substantiate any of the 
eharges?’’ 

„We propose,’’ answered Mr. Graham for 
the Times, ‘‘to give you all the information 
we an. 

The Judge repeated his question and got the 
same answer. He asked ita third time, and 
Mr. Graham said: ‘‘I propose to lay before 
you all the information we have which we be- 
lieve will tend to substantiate the charges and 
allegations which have been made. 

„Sir James Hannen: ‘‘Which charges?“ 

Mr. Graham: *‘ThatI cannottell. I am not 
m a position to tell your lordship, but I shall 
lay before your lordship, such evidence as we 
can.

THE SITUATION. 

T. P. Gill, Mu. P., who was among the Irish 
members in court, gave maa summary of the 
situation last night. The result so far, 
said he, ‘‘is eminently satisfactory to the Irish 
party and strengthens our confidence of vic- 
tory. The judges seem to realize that they are 
standing in a giare of flerce light, with the 
eyes of the whole world upon them. They are 
judging a case as important as the impeach- 
ment of Warren Hastings or the trial of 
Charles I. No matter what their personal 
predilections of politics may be, they see the 
necessity for caution and strict impartiality. 
That gives great strength to the Irish cause.’’ 

PARNELL'S APPEARANCE, 

Mr. Parnell was in court nearlv all day and 
gat by the side of George Lewis. His pale, 
wan face showed clearly what a great strain 
the whole business is to him; the look of in- 
tense eagerness, almost amounting to an ex- 
pression of fear, which he fixed on Judge 
Hannen as the latter disposed of the vital 
Points about the affidavits, was the look of a 
man who listens to the word from the fore- 
man of the jury which declared him innocent 
or gufity. 

After the adjournment, Mr. Parnell, Mr.

Charleston Alarmed.

O., September 18.—The 
presence of 400 yellow-fever refuges at Hen- 
dersonvilie has caused much uneasiness here, 
as quite a number of Charieston people have 
summer homes in that vicinity. The city was 
very prompt, however, to establish quaran- 
tine, which will be rigidly enforeed. A gen- 
tleman who returned from Hendersonville 
with his family yeswrday, said that some en- 
thusiasts thought it would be a good thing for 
Hendersonville to imitate Atlanta. The idea 
was that about a score of Northern million- 
aires who bad settled in Ficrida would be in- 
duced to come to Hendersonvilic, spend their 
millions and develop the place. Instead they 
find upon their hands a train load of stricken 
people, many of them negroes, and a good 
many of them already down with the fever. 


Texas’ Quarantine Not Raised. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatTocu. 

AvustTix, Tex.. September 18.—A special sent 
out from Galveston last night tothe press, 
stating that quarantine against New Orleans 
was raised, was fiatiy denied here by the Gov- 
ernor, who says it will be rigidly maintained 
until he is certain no yellow fever exists in 
New Orleans. His information that it is there 
is from such a high source, specific and 
authentic, that he cannot ignore it. He or his 
private secretary will go to Houston and Gal- 
veston to-night to thoroughly investigate the 
matter in person, and to confer with State 
Health Officer Rutherford. It is believed that 
the authorities have sent reliable detectives 
into New Orleans and that they are expected 
to return to Houston, to-morrow.
